Several mem- 
bers of tho royal faintly were allowed 
to see him for a' moment during the 
morning.

Joyful Bulletin 


The King is now out of Immediate 


danger, was the first official announce- 
ment regarding the King's condition 
today and as the result of this joy- 
ful Intelligence the city Is In a trans- 
port of Joy. 


Passed A Good Night * 


A bulletin worded as follows: "King 
lias had a good night and his improved 
condition has. been maintained. 
We 


are happy to state that we consider 
his 'majesty to be out of Immediate 
danger. 
His general condition Is 


roost satisfactory- 
The operation of 
the wound, however, still needs con- 
stant attention. 
Under the most fav- 


orable conditions his majesty's recov- 
er}- must be protracted." 
When the 


bulletin was posted tho crowds out- 
side the gate raised a' slight cheer. 


More Progress 


The six o'clock bulletin says: "The 


King passed a very comfortable day 
and nls progress continues to be quite 
satisfactory." 
It Is unofficially re- 
ported that he sat tip for some time 
today. 


Danger Still Threatens. 


The fact of tho presence of pain In 


the wound Is so far .encouraging, be- 
cause if gangrene had set In there 


• would have been no pain, .but it must 


always be kept in mind that both 
tubes still remain In the body and 
many hours must pass before an at- 
tempt is made to remove the stitches. 


His majesty's present diet cannot 


be continued Indefinitely, although the 
Intestines must bo vastly repaired be- 


-. fore stronger food can bo adminis- 


tered. Lastly, It remains a fact that 
the surgeons have not yet tackled tho 
vermiform appendix Itself. 
• The abandonment of tho coronation 
feastlngs has led to a number of riots 
at different places. 
Tho worst oc- 


curred at Watford, where, when It 
was announced that tho dinner for the 
poor and tho distribution of shillings 
and sixpences to children had been 
abandoned a mob stoned and wrecked 
the shops of'the members of the com- 
mittee having tho affair In charge. 


Shops Set on Fire. 


The rioters lit a bonfire that had 


been prepared to celebrate the event, 
overwhelmed tho police and threw the 
officers', helmets Into the fire. Hun- 
dreds of-other police were summoned, 
but they, too, were overpowered. The 
mayor read the riot act and swore in 
' citizens as special constables to main- 
tain the peace. There was desperate 
fighting and many persons were seri- 
ously hurt. -A number of shops were 
sacked and set on Ore. 


In view of tho expected extraordi- 


nary demand, dealers In supplies of 
all kinds laid In heavy stocks, hoping 
to reap largo profits. The abandon- 
ment of the coronation and the dis- 
persal of the crowds of visitors hero, 
and the absence of tho others that 
were'expected, caused a slump 
in 


prices that wHl result In large losses 
to the dealers. Most of tho 'supplies 
were of such a nature that it was 
necessary for them to, bo immediately 
consumed. .,A leading firm in 
the 


Smlthfleld market sold a ton of meat 
at a half-penny a pound. Fish and 
fruit were also sold ct great loss. 


Patient Reads' Papers. 


The kins passed the evening com- 


fortably. Tho queen was at his bod- 
side for some time as was" also tho 
prince of Wales, but his majesty was 
not allowed to sec the princess of 
Wales, nor any one except his own 
children. He reads a great deal and 
occasionally he Is permitted to look at 
a newspaper. 
Ho also has been per- 


mitted to rend an unexciting novel.

CAUTIOUS ABOUT. NEW SUITS 


. Awaits Decision In Litigation Already 


Commenced Before Proceeding Fur- 
ther Under Anti-Trust Law at the 
Present Time. 


' Washington, 
June 
28.—President 


Roosevelt has requested Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox to ronke an examination at 
facts connected with so-called anthra- 
cite coal, trust or combination, with a 
view to ascertaining tho exact legal 
status of the great railroads and coal 
companies that are' acting in harmony 
for the purpose of regulating the prlco 
of coal, miners' wages, etc. 


This does not necessarily'mean that 


the attorney general will proceed 
against the coal combination, as ho 
'has already done against the Northern 
Securities company and the beef trust, 
but the chances arc that action will bo 
taken when the whole \qticstlon has 
been thoroughly examined. Matters are 
crystallizing In that direction, although 
the President told callers ho had not 
made up his mind one way or tha 
other. 
. 


The President has in his possession 


the report of Carroll D. Wright, com- 
missioner of labor, who made an In- 
: vestlgatlon for Mr. Roosevelt of the 
matters In dispute between the coal 
operators and the miners. • 


It Is not thought tho report of Com- 


missioner .Wright has any bearing 
•whatever on the question of tho exist- 
ence at'a hard coal tmst and of the 
•violation by that trust of tho'Shcrmoc 
anti-trust law and Interstate commerce 
law. Mr. Wright's report. It Is under- 
stood, is devoted largely to points ac- 


• tually In controversy between the oper- 


ators and the miners and the claims 
put forth by both sides, and endeavor- 
Ing to fix the responsibility for tho 
strike. 


Railroads Regulate Prices. 


It has been alleged that • the rail- 


roads, through their presidents, agree 
.that one. price of coal shall prevail at 


. different 'points, that sales agents of 


roads shall meet at stated periods and 
fix. the price of coal, that the output 
of the coal mines Is absolutely regu- 
lated by the railroads, and can be in- 
creased or curtailed at a moment's no- 
tice, and Is so Increased and curtailed. 


In other words, there Is said to be 


no difficulty whatever in getting proof 
that the railroads fix the price of an- 
thracite to the consumer just as they 
fix the wages of the miner, the only 
difference at this time being that the 
price of coal is higher than ever bo- 
fore while the wages of the miner re- 
mains stationary. 


At the same time ^ho President hesi- 


tates about taking a st«p which may 
have serious consequences to the en- 
tire .business world. He will not adopt 
as his policy a war on the great com 
blnatlons of capital. 
. 


'President Is Cautious. 


He would like to single out the good 


.trusts from the bad trusts. Also, be- 
fore he countenances any further 1«- 
gal actions against such c o m b l r i a f , 
be would like to know how litigation 
which he bus already instituted Is com- 
ing out. There Is a question which he 
alone must determine after he hears 
from the attorney general. 


Attorney General Knox, It is under- 
stood. Is Inclined to discourage the 
President from proceeding against the 
coal trust at this time. His depart- 
ment now-has under'way four'great 
prosecutions, including that. against 
the beef trust. He thinks he should bo 
permitted to bring these cases to an 
Issue before he Is called on to proceed 
against-any more trusts. If the gov- 


• ernme'nt should win these cases, the 


decision of the final court will, of 
.course, settle the -question Involved, 
and such • combinations as 
the 
coal 
trust would have to cease and olther 
return to tbo old competitive system 
or reorganize on now lines.
